The side of the row boat was shat- 
tered but the speed boat was not 
damaged. The latter is. driven by a 
50 h. p. motor.

The accident has increased' the de- 
mand for stricter regulations of boats 
In the Chain 0' Lakes region. This 
is the third occasion this year that 
power craft have run down rowboats 
and endangered lives. 

Classified as federally controlled 
navigable waters, with Fox river con- 
necting the lakes, they are under the 
control of the Coast Guard. An appeal 
once before made ito that body, -will 
again be taken, it is said to make the 
lakes safe for pleasure seekers from 
the carelessness and inexperience of 
drivers of high-powered craft. 

The accident occurred north of the 
bridge and tabout 50 yards off the 
shore of the Channel Boat house in 
about 14 feet of water.

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Japanese Beetle 
The exact date Japanese beetles 
arrived in the U, S. is not known. 
The Japanese beetle was not recog- 
nixed as an introduced species until 
1016 when it was found in Burling- 
ton county, N. J„ by inspectors of 
the New Jersey department ol agri- 
culture during the course of their 
annual summer inspection of nur- 
series. In Pennsylvania the beetle 
w«s first found in 1920 in the vicin- 
ity of Philadelphia. It is considered 
probable that it was introduced ac- 
cidentally in the grub stage in soil 
■urrounding bulb3 or ornamental 
plants shipped here from Japan. 



Future Cropland 

Most recent department of agri- 
culture suggestions developed in co- 
operation with the states, are for 
418 million acres of cropland by 
about 1950, or 8tt million below the 
1935-39 average, assuming prosper- 
ity conditions and desirable changes 
in practices. Improved agricultur- 
al methods, including conservation 
practices, account for the allowable 
decrease. If full advantage were 
taken of aU technological improve- 
ments, actual cropland in 1050 pos- 
sibly could drop Jo 330 jnUlipn acres.

Cauterize Tick Bite 

When a tick Is found feeding on 
a human, remove it with tweezers 
or forceps or wear rubber gloves if 
necessary to remove it with the fin- 
gers. Cauterize the bite with a so- 
lution of carbolic acid or of silver 
nitrate, then scrub the hands thor- 
oughly. If, following exposure to 
ticks, Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
is even remotely suspected, consult 
a doctor immediately. Prompt hos- 
pitalization and treatment are es- 
sential for best chances of recovery.
